Alberta Harvesting Second 
Largest Crop in its History, 
Estimated 119,225,000 Bus. 


Edmonton, Oct. 25.—That the prob- 
able average yield of wheat through- 
out the province will be 19 bushels 
on 6,275,000 acres, giving a total yield 
of 119,225,000 bushels, is the forecast 
of the eleventh crop repart issued Sat- 
urday by the provincial department 
of agriculture. This will be the sec- 
ond largest crop in the history of the 
province. The report follows: 

The recurrence of adverse weather 
conditions, bringing heavy rains and 
snow throughout the province during 
September and early October, which 
brought harvesting operations prac- 
tically to a standstill, made it difficult 
for the department to issue definite 
reports. Now that conditions are 
more favorable and the province has 
experienced a spell of good weather 
in which threshing has been rapidly

The outstanding feature of this re: 
port will be the definite statement 
that unfortunate weather recently ex- 
perieced has not had the disastrous 
effect which might have heen ex- 
pected on the wheat crop. In fact, 
it may be said that once more Alberta 
grain has demonstrated its capacity 
for weathering adverse conditions 
while in the stook. 

The prospects are that Alberta will 
yet carry out its expectation of har- 
vesting its second largest crop of 
wheat. While there have been some 
reductions in yields because of  ad- 
verse weather conditions, the real 
damage has been to quality which has 
been lowered from one to 3 grades. 
The heavy unseasonable precipitation 
followed by frost, naturally had_ this 
effect. The damage from sprouting 
has not been as large as reported ear- 
lier. The largest crop produced in 
the province was in 1923, when 144,- 
000,000 bushels were produced.

1896, may be attributed in large part 
to the general use of anti-toxin in 
treatment.” , 

A cure is a miracle, but. prevention 
of a disease is as beautiful as a law 
of nature or of God. When every 
father and mother realizes that there 
need not be any diphtheria, diphtheria 
will cease to exist. The means are 
perfected today which will make your 
children safe from infection. If one 
of them by any chance should get 
diphtheria, the means are perfected 
for saving his life. 

As Dr. Cumming phrases it, “there 
are three lines of attack for the con- 
trol of diphtheria, namely: 

“1 Protection against exposure to 
virulent diphtheria germs. 

“2 Immunization by Toxoid or sus- 
ceptible persons, so that if exposed to 
the disease they will ont contract it. 

“3 Curative treatment, chiefly by 
the administration of antitoxin. 

“All three lines of attack must be 
followed for the most effective pre- 
vention.” 

Your own private physician or your 
local or provincial board of health 
will give you any information and as- 
sistance you may need in your effort 
to protect your own children and the 
children of your community. 

Where local boards of health or 
other organizations are forming clinics 
for the administration of Toxoid, it 
is urged that they also offer vaccina- 
tion against Smallpox. The two treat- 
ments can be advantageously com- 
bined. 

There is no risk in combining the 
two prophylactics, such a procedure 
has become routine with officials of 
the provincial board.

Prince Rupert, Oct. 25.—Canada to- 
day added a new and important grain 
port to her maritime facilities, when, 
at the rate of 50,000 bushels per hour 
the Dominion government elevator 
recently completely here, began load- 
ing with Alberta wheat the S.S. Adon 
Maru, the first ship to leave ‘this 
port carrying grain to the markets 
of the world. 

The Adon Maru will take 9,000 tons 
of grain to Europe by way of the

Substantial Progress 


Made With Threshing 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, Oct. 25.—Substantial pro- 
gress was made with threshing in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta during the 
past week, according to the crop re- 
port issued today by the agricultural 
department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Owing to frequent showers: 
and snow flurries, no work of any ac- 
count was carried on in Manitoba. If 
weather conditions become favorable 
operations may be resumed in this 
province by Wednesday or Thursday. 
Many Manitoba farmers are not per- 
mitting.. the: grain to, ary, and, “are 
threshing it"as soon as it ‘will £0 
through the machines. A consider- 
able percentage of it is grading tough 
in consequence. From 70 to 75 per 
cent of the wheat and coarse grains 
have been threshed. The amount of 
fall plowing in Manitoba is below the 
average and will represent about 20 
per cent for the whole province, The 
vegetabe crop was good and is har- 
vested. <A few districts will exper- 
ience a shortage of feed for animals 
this winter. The abnormal weather 
has affected both quality and quanti- 
ty. 

With the exception of the north- 
eastern districts, good progress was 
made with threshing In Saskatchewan, 
Light snow flurries in the Regina dis- 
trict during the week end will cause 
a short delay, otherwise threshing is 
being carried on generally over the 
province. Taking the province as a 
whole, from 85 to 90 per cent of the 
wheat, and $0 per cent of the coarse 
grains have been threshed.  In_ the 
south eastern districts threshing is 
slightly backward, averaging 60 per 
cent threshed. Ten days of good dry- 
ing weather should see all the crop 
through the machine and safely put 
away. The wheat is yielding well, 
and grading mostly No. 2 or 3, al} 
though there is a large percentage of 
No, 1 Northern, Fall rye seeding is} 
iunder way in many sections. The 
ground contains plenty of moisture} 
for germination and the seed used is 
good, 

The weather throughout Alberta 
has been favorable for threshing with 
the exception of parts of the Edmon- 
ton district, where further rainfall 
was experienced. Showers were re- 
ported in other sections of the prov- 
ince, but were not sufficient to cause 
a suspension of operations, Thresh- 
ing is now general and from 75 per 
cent of the wheat and 65 per cent of 
the coarse grains have been put 
through the machines. The returns 
on the whole are running higher than 
originally estimated, and the grades 
are turning out better than anticipat- 
ed, and while there is a depreciation 
through discoloration the loss from 
sprouting {is small. About 15 per cent 
of the fall plowing has been complet- 
ed, 

In the E.D, & B.C. district, thresh- 
ing is from 50 to 75 per cent complete. 
The crop is turning out exceptionally 
well, as to yield. The quality is gen-! 
erally satisfactory, although there is |

183,431 VOTED AT ELECTIONS 


Although there were 273,750 names 
on the voters’ lists for the provincial 
general election of june 28 lust, only 
188,431 persons exercised their fran- 
chise at ‘the polls, according to fig- 
ures compiled by John D. Hunt, 
clerk of the executive council.

The severity with 
which he applies the production or 
progeny tests to other branches of 
livestock is, however, greatly modi- 
fied:when. considering. poultry, 1 Proper 
culling will reduce the cost of pro: 
duction; more eggs per bird will also 
be obtained, and a cash return receiv- 
ed for the birds sold for meat. By 
culling the flock, there is more space 
available for the birds that are lay- 
ing and there is a greater opportun- 
ity for them to get their share of the 
feed, The best layers are also re 
tained and the likelihood of undesir- 
able birds being placed in the breed- 
ing pens the following spring is re- 
duced,

The inevit- 
able result of such a course would be 
that there would be no towns and 
villages throughout Canada—just half 
a dozen big cities from which every- 
one would obtain every form of mer- 
chandise. 

It would of course, be absurd to 
suggest that such a development would 
be desirable or in the best interests 
of.either the country as a whole or of 
the. people who make a practice of 
sending their money to. mail order 
‘houses, It doesn’t require much im- 
agination to conceive the inconven- | 
jence and even downright hardship 
which would he experienced even by 
the most prosperous people on the 
farms, if there were no small towns. 
While some larger centres are nec- 
essary, it is the country towns, not 
the big cities, which are the backbone 
of western Canada, <And_ it is the! 
merchants that make a town, With-; 
out the local stores, and other busi- 
nesses that follow them, there could 
be no town, Without towns, it would 
hardly be possible to maintain exist- 
ence on the farms. It is therefore to 
the obvious advantage of all farm and 
town dwellers to do everything pos- 
sible to encourage the development of 
efficient and prosperous local stores. 
Every order sent to a distant city is 
an effort in the opposite direction. | 
Yet it is always the patrons of the 
mail order house who have the most 
fault to find with the local stores,

Exports of Live Stock 


British labor conditions have been 
far-reaching in their effect. The coal 
strike in particular has resulted in 
a somewhat slacker demand for our 
live stock and its products, Still, the 
sales for the year up to ‘the end of 
August have been greater for all ex- 
cept hogs than for the corresponding 
period of 1925. The figures given by 
the monthly review of the Dominion. 
live stock branch are: cattle, 539,155 
compared with 499,046; calves 228,727 
compared with 204,829; and sheep, 
132,045 campared with 119,028. Hogs 
show a decline from 876,564 to 660,984. 


heifers, cows, stockers and feeders 
calves and‘ sheep show an improve- 
ment. Hogs are a couple of dollars 
up compared with 1924, but a little 
down as compared with 
quotations. 

Exports to Britain this year com- 
pared with those of last year have 
been: cattle 59,423 compared with

This fol- 
lows the plan begun by the Drury 
Government, of paying one-half 
cost of primary line construction, 
and later extended by the Ferguson 
Government to secondary line work 
as well, 


One hundred young men from the 
British Isles will take up their 
studies of Canadian farming at the 
Agricultural College at Olds, Al- 
berta, soon. Seven of these pros- 
pective Canadian farmers arrived in 
Canada on the Canadian Pacific 
liner “Montcalm” recently, being 
brought out under the Hoadley Im- 
migration scheme, which is being 
carried out in conjunction with the 
Empire Settlement Board.

Toronto. — Ontario cattle scored 
signally at the National Dairy Ex- 
position in Detroit last week with a 
prize winner in each of the first four 
Holstein breeds. This is a better 
record than that of any other part 
of the continent. The prize winners 
were: Leroy Siddall and J. F. Gibe 
bons, of Denfield, T. 0. Dolson, of 
Brampton, and Haley and Lee, of 
Springford. A number of lesser 
prizes also went to Canadian breed- 
ers. 


“Anyone who has other than an 
unbounded faith in the future of 
Canada; must’ be ‘either without eyes 
or mind,” declared Sir George Mce- 
Laren Brown, European general 
manager of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, who returned to the Com- 
pany’s headquarters in Montreal re- 
cently after an extended tour of the 
Western Provinces. Sir George was 
greatly impressed with the growth 
of the city of Vancouver, where ho 
visited after an absence of 15 years, 


The first annual meeting of the 
Canadian Boards of Trade was held 
at Saint John, N.B., October 18th. 
Over 150 representatives from the 
civic administrative bodies of every 
Canadian city gathered at the Wind- 
sor Street Station in Montreal, 
where they entrained and proceeded 
over the Canadian Pacific line’ to 
Saint John.

Pgultry Congress program- are: com 
Pieted, and delegates to the congress 
will enjoy an intellectual treat. When 
they assemble at Ottawa, July 27, 1927 
they will find many df the world's 
famous scientists ready to present 
papers on their work, and to give 
their knowledge and findings for the 
benefit of those engaged in any and 
all phases of the poultry industry. 
Experts from Great Britain will out- 
line the needs of the world's greatest 
importer of poultry products, Genetic- 
ists, pathologists, and chemists from 
the laboratories of Europe will ex- 
plain and discuss their experiments. 
Men engaged in similar work on Can- 
ada and the United States will also 
take part, together with representa- 
tives of many of the smaller nations. 

Germany has signified her inten- 
tions of participating in the congress, 
Roumania is also taking steps to par- 
ticipate. Italy, Russia, Denmark, Po- 
land, Belgium, Holland, Spain and 
Latvia have also decided to take part. 
These countries with the great Eng- 
lish speaking peoples of the old and 
new worlds, and the latins of South 
America coming together at the poul- 
try congress at Oltawa next year, will 
do much to cement national friend- 
ships, and international acquaintance 
and good fellowship among the peo- 
ples of the world. 

The world’s poultry congress exhi- 
bits will cover more than two hundred 
thousand square feet of floor space. 
This exhibition will make a_ record 
for any single branch of agriculture. 
Tho national educational exhibits will 
occupy a floor space of fifty-five thou- 
sand square feet. There will be ap- 
proximately ten thousand ilve birds 
on exhibition, and these will include 
specimens of every breed and variety 
in the American standard of perfec: 
tion. Commercial exhibits will be one 
of the main attractions, and one incu: 
bator firm has already taken seven 
thousand square feet of floor space. 

“The Final) Announcement and 
Program” of the world’s poultry con- 
gress, will be available for distribu- 
tion on or about December Ist, next.

ed another suecess, W. G. Carpenter, 
director of technical edueation for Al-
